German Scientist Reports Startling; 
D i s c o v e r i e s I i i S o n o r a , Mexico. 
Dr. Gustav Le batell) of Berlin, con- 
rusted with tin* bureau of ethnology of 
Germany, passed through New Orleans 
recently on his way to Berlin after a 
six months’ ethnological investigation 
In Sonora. 
Dr Lebsteln would not give the re­ 
sult of his discoveries iii advance of his 
report to tin* German ethnological bu­ 
reau, but he declared that they were of 
a startling nature and indicated that 
he had discovered traces of the earliest 
race in America, long antedating the 
Indians, says the Chicago Inter Ocean.

oldest inhabited portion of America. 
In an almost inaccessible mountain 
gorge be found the remnant of a road.

FINDS TRACE OF OLD RACE. 


G e r m a n S c i e n t i s t d e p o r t * S t a r t l i n g 
D i s c o v e r i e s In S o n o r a . M e x i c o . 
Dr. Gustav Lebstein of Berlin, con­ 
nected w it Ii the bureau of ethnology of 
Germany, passed through New Orleans 
recently on his way to Berlin after a 
six m onths’ ethnological investigation 
in Sonora. 
Dr Lebstein would not give the re­ 
sult of his discoveries in advance of his 
report to the G erm an ethnological bu­ 
reau. but lie declared that they were of 
a startling nature and indicated that 
he had discovered traces of the earliest 
race in America, long antedating the 
Indians, says the Chicago Inter Ocean. 
H e visited the most mountainous por­ 
tion of Sonora, believing it to be the 
oldest inhabited portion of America. 
In an alm ost Inaccessible mountain 
gorge he found the rem nant of a road. 
broad and well defined, showing tho i 
work of the graders and some evi- : 
deuces of having a t some tim e been 
paved. 
It is almost certain from the j 
clear Indications th at the road was 
built before the gorge was formed, and 
the gorge was not a sudden formation. 
hut was evidently the product of ero­ 
sion that must have continued through' 
several thousand years. At the end of 
this road was a high hill of debris from | 
rich mines, the ore being obtained from 
the m ountains by means of workings 
that can yet he traced. 
There were evidences th at the people 
that worked the mines from which the 
ore in question was taken were much 
further advanced in the a rts of m etal-1 
lurgy than the old Spaniards or. in 
fact, than any ancient people of whom 
there is a record

Preliminary injunction Asked For by 
City of Pittsburg Refused by 
Judge McClung. 
Pittsburg. Aug. 29.—Judge Samuel 
A. McClung, of common pleas court 
No. 3, handed down an opinion re­ 
fusing u preliminary injunction In tho 
ejuity suit of the city of Pittsburg 
igainst the Pittsburg. Carnegie and 
Western Railroad company and oth­ 
ers. an action to restrain the defend­ 
ant company from tearing down and 
rebuilding its pier on the Mononga- 
cela wharf. 
The action included Ar­ 
thur McMullen, the 
contractor em­ 
ployed to do the work. 
This scores 
the first point for Hie Wabash rail­ 
road. 
The court holds that the con­ 
tractor cannot he considered a de­ 
fendant.

There 
is a lot of mediocrity on the stage al­ 
ready, and commonplaces are at a dis­ 
count there as elsewhere. 
The unpleasant features of theatrical 
lift are too well understood to require 
mention here, and Hie irregularity of 
employment, with the long periods de­ 
voted to rehearsals, “laying off" and 
summer vacation, makes it an exceed­ 
ingly unprofitable profession unless one 
he at or near the top of the ladder. 


Prominent persons, it is true, get 
rather large salaries, but their expenses 
are heavy, while the periods of work 
are usually brief, so that it is a diffi­ 
cult matter for them to save money to 
tide them 
comfortably

According to a writer lh The West­ 
ern Electrician, American electrical ap­ 
pliance's ar * Anding a wide use in Chi­ 
na. and that country is about to enter 
upon a remarkable electrical develop 
meat. 
The telephone, he thinks, is 
bound to supersede the telegraph on 
account of the ideographic character of 
the language, which makes it far bet­ 
ter to telephone than telegraph. 
At 
present there are telephone companies 
in most of the open ports. There is one 
In Shanghai which has over 400 sub­ 
scriber* at $&*» a year, while Canton, 
Tien tsin. Amoy, Hankow and other 
coast cities also have telephone sys­ 
tems. 
There is a great demand fo r: 
rapid communication in nearly all parts 
of China, and the business people of 
that country ore rapidly coming to the 
conviction that they can make money 
out of tile telephone, aud the Chinese 
superstitions In regard to it are fast 
disappearing since the success of the 
allied forces. 
Ju st now the matter of electric rail­ 
roads is receiving much attention in 
many parts of China. The great quan­ 
tities ot coal in all parts of the coun­ 
try assure cheap fuel for generating 
electric power, and the dense popula­ 
tion 
will assure much traffic. 
This 
modern 
method 
of 
transportation 
would suppliant Hie human carriers, 
the wheelbarrows and the donkey carts 
which now carry the freight in the in­ 
terior. The electric railway lines would 
also mean lite installation of electric 
light plants. At present lard oil. kero­ 
sene and Vegetable oil furnish light for 
nearly all of the 400,000,000 (>eople Of 
China. 
Even the yamens are lighted 
with coal oil. Electric lighting is found 
only in a few of the larger cities. The 
Imperial palace at Peking has an elec­ 
tric lighting phi at. 
There Is one at 
Shanghai and others at Canton and 
at one or two other cities. Several of 
the provincial viceroys have Installed 
private lighting plants, but as a usual 
thing even Hie larger towns are lighted 
only by a little candle or lamp bung 
out here arid there in front of a shop or 
public place. 
Russia and the United 
States furnish large quantities of coal 
oil to China.

D e v e l o p m e n t 
I n

T e l e p h o n e * I n M o a t O p e n P o r t s . 
According to a writer iii The W est­ 
ern Electrician, American electrical ap­ 
pliances are finding a whit* use iii Chi­ 
na. and that country is about to enter 
upon a remarkable electrical dovolop- 
i incur. 
The telephone, he thinks, Is 
hound to supersede the telegraph on 
ne< Hunt of the Ideographic character of 
the language, which makes it far bet­ 
ter to telephone titan telegraph. 
At 
present tiiere are telephone companies 
iii most of the open ports. There is oue 
in Shanghai which has over 400 sub­ 
scribers at $35 a year, while Canton, 
Tientsin. Amoy, llankow and other' 
const cities also have telephone sys- 1 
terns. 
There is a great demand for 
rapid communication iii nearly all parts 
of China, nm! the business people of 
that country are rapidly coming to the 
conviction that they can make money 
out of tile telephone, aud the Chinese ' 
superstitions iii regard to it are fast 
disappearing since the success of the 
allied forces. 
Just now tile matter of electric rail­ 
roads is receiving much attention iii 
many parts of Chinn. Tile groat quan­ 
tities o f coal in all parts of the coun­ 
try assure cheap fuel for generating 
electric power, and the dense popula­ 
tion will assure much traffic. 
This 
modern 
method 
of 
transportation 
would supplant tile human carriers, 
the wheel I cirrows and Hie donkey carls 
which now carry the freight in tho in­ 
terior. Tile electric railway lines would 
also mean the Installation of electric 
light plants. At present lard oil. kero­ 
sene and vegetable oil furnish light for 
nearly all of the 4GO.OUO.OOO people of 
Chinn. 
Even the yamens are lighted 
with coal oil. Electric lighting is found j 
only in a few of the larger cities. The 
Imperial palace at Beking has an clee- j 
trio lighting plant. 
There is one at 
Shanghai mid others nt Canton and I 
nt one or two other cities. Several of ■ 
tile provincial viceroys have installed : 
private lighting plants, hut as a usual 
thing even the larger towns are lighted 
only by a little candle or lamp hung j 
out here and there In front of a shop or 
public place.

W e d d i n g P o e t s . 
A curious calling very popular in Po­ 
land aud Bohemia is that of the wed­ 
ding poet. As a rule these rhymsters 
depend for their information on the 
shopkeepers. Before Hie wedding party 
enters the building where the ceremony 
is to he golem nj zed the poet secures a 
good position on the steps so that the 
color of tile bride’s ha lr. the style of hor 
face aud Agura may be noted. 
Having ascertained all that is neces­

A swarm of these insects stopped Hie 
advance of a Russian army. 
They 
lilied the air and blinded both officers 
and men, so that tile former could give 
no orders, aud even if they had done so 
the men could not im vc obeyed them. 
Tile horses would not face them, and 
they lay on the ground many inches 
thick. 
Every man and horse in the 
army was incrusted with the insects. 
mid their clothing was literally eaten 
off the men as they stood helpless aud 
blinded. 
The railways were useless. 
as the locusts covered tile rails, and the 
oil which exuded from their bodies 
when crushed prevented the driving 
wheels from "biting.” 
After they had 
settled whole regiments were detached 
for the purpose of trampling them to 
death. Trenches were dug across their 
path and filled with burning coals, but 
tile crowding swarms actually smother 
cd the tire, so vast were their numbers. 
Even in a little island like Cyprus in 
one year one-fifth of the entire revenue 
was spent in destroying the locusts, 
aud especially their eggs. When these 
eggs are laid, they are inclosed in a 
horny envelope called a “pod," each 
pod containing 35 eggs. 
In seven 
months 1,330 tons of pods were de­ 
stroyed. 
Now, a single ton of pods 
contains 00,000,000 eggs, and yet, iii 
spite of tills almost incredible destruc­ 
tion, the locusts are still a dreadful 
plague and show little if any symptoms 
of diminution iii numbers.

lf from inflammation or injury an 
epiphysis be damaged, one limb may be 
shorter titan the other, or inflammatory 
stimulation may oven induce an iu- 
ccensed length in the bout* affected. The 
skeletons of tortoises, not being sub 
J coted f ti sudden jars, have no epiphy 
sos at the ends of the long bones, 
whereas in the leaping frog the extrem­ 
ities of the humerus and femur long re­ 
main as separate epiphyses. The con­ 
tinuous concussions to which lh** ends 
of the holms of tho lower limbs are ex 
posed when a vigorous child is excited 
by its own natural spirit to run about 
are doubtless of great value in assist­ 
ing the growth iu length of tho lower 
limbs, which soon lose their infantile 
character and become adapted for run­ 
ning aud walking. 
By exposing tin 
lower limbs to the same Influences and 
resistances during their entire growth 
we manage to maintain them of the 
same length, and gentle jars upon the 
epiphyses at tin* joints may be cousid 
cm l favorable to growth.- New York 
Medical Record.
